1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters as 
shown below: 

- Page 7, line 25 and page 8, line 22, the reference character "66" has been used to 
designate both "stem" and "spring supporting member". 

- The element number 71 in figure 3 is not described in the specification. 

- The components 50 and 60 in figures 2 and 3 are shown different. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The Prior Art does not teach or suggest the rotary switch for installation on a disconnect 
switch to actuate and de-actuate the disconnect switch contacts comprising a stop member on 
the base for latching the rotor in an "off' position before application of the first force to prevent a 
rotation of the rotor that would actuate the disconnect switch, a switching mechanism disposed 
inside the electrical enclosure for operation in response to movement in opposite rotational 
directions and in an axial direction to control actuation of the disconnect switch; a rotary handle 
for coupling to the switching mechanism having a first grip for gripping and rotating the handle in 
one direction and second grip for turning an opposite direction.
